“The first legislation dealing with

“Resident non-ratepayers have the 
privilege of paying a six-dollar fee 


each year on or before a certain date, 
which is set by the board, and thus 
becoming entitled to the privileges en-| 


joyed by the ratepayer, The per-day| 


rate charged ratepayer§ for private} 
ward is $2.50; public ward, $1.00; | 
operating room and X-ray fee about 
half price. 

“In preparing the finaneial part of 


the scheme the cost of operating the 
hospital is very carefully figured, then 
the revenue is arranged to meet the 
operating costs, allowing a fair margin 
Therefore, under ordinary 
conditions a municipal hospital should 
have no difficulty in paying its way. 


“Of the different items of revenue, 
taxes are the greatest source by far; 
next comes the fees from patients; 
third, the government grant of fifty 
cents per day per patient; fourth on 
the list is X-ray and operating room 
fees; and last, donattons, 

“At the present time we have re- 


ceived practically 100 per cent of tax 


requisitions from the contributing 
units, but we cannot say this about 
patients’ fees, for in times like the 
present there are many who find it 
very difficult to pay their account 
promptly, thus adding considerable 


expense to the running of the hospital. 
Should the revenue from this source 
fall below the required amount, the 
year’s operation will show a loss, and 
some change should made at once 
to either raise the revenue, decrease 
the operating costs, both, until 
there is no deficit, as it would not be 
wise to build up a debt which may 
become a big burden for later years. 
“The toard of your local hospital 
consists of e'even members, and in 
the management of the hospital are 
governed by the Act, and assisted by 
the Department, There many 
things the board may do and may not 
do without first receiving the permis- 
sion of the Department: the board has

not the right to raise or lower the 
rates that are set out in the scheme 
without the consent of the Minister of 
Health. 

“The cost of collecting accounts due 
the hospital is very heavy, due to con- | 
ditions and the size of the district. 
During this year the credit given 
that is accounts not paid when the 
patient left the hospital totalled 
around a thousand dollars per month } 
Now to properly care for this alone 
requires a great deal of office work | 
and this work could be spent to 


greater advantage, 

“The board must see that the hospi- 
tal is properly financed, and yet not 
be too severe; they must not put 
unsurmountable difficulties in the way | 
of those in need of hospital treatment; | 
they must safeguard the institution 
that belongs to the people that elected 
them to look after their interests.”
